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Milk Control Board 
Affects Everybody 


A legislative investigating committee 
has stamped its approval on the Georgia 
Milk Control Board. But pointing out that 
the public resents the idea of control, it 
suggests that the board be renamed the 
“Georgia Milk Commission.” 

In either case, the net effect wouid 
be the same. The milk industry would be 
controlled. Controls, especially of prices, 
are unpopular. 

The necessity of such controls in the 
dairy industry has been accepted gener- 
ally throughout the nation. Without them 
there would be disastrous price wars 
which would drive small distributors and 
producers out of business and endanger 
the milk supply. The. big point of dis- 
agreement always has been the type of 
agency doing the controlling and the scope 
of its authority. 

In Georgia, the dairy industry 
year produced more revenue than any 
other phase of the livestock business. 
Dairvmen received a cash income of $44,- 
465.000. Dairy production is becoming 
mofe efficient, even though per animal 


last 


vield is still far below the national 
average. Progress has been made. 

The legislative committee declared 
there is a “marked and tragic lack of 
understanding of the dairy industry and 


its problems in this state.” That's an ob- 
vious fact for which the industry and the 
aforesaid board must accept responsibil- 
itv. The public never has accepted the 
necessity for controls and cannot under- 
stand why milk prices are higher in Geor- 
gia than perhaps in any other 

And yet statistics show that operating 
profit of dealers is not exorbitant. In 
the Southeast in 1955, profits averaged 
only 315 per cent. Farmers are not get- 
ting rich, either. 

The milk control board or whatever 
it is to be called has the problem of ex- 
plaining its job to the public. Frequent 
public disagreements between producers 
and distributors have hurt the entire in- 
dustry. Consumers say that the board has 
“an artificial price structure which 
keeps ine producers in business, 
limits com} and thus makes the 
public pay more for milk. 

The milk business is complicated and 
hecome chaotic. But there is a need

New Veterans Hos pi tal 


Is Needed in Georgia 


Talk of a new veterans hospital for 
Georgia is being revived with a visit 
here by Rep. Olin Teague, chairman of 
the House Veterans Committee. 

Gov. Marvin Griffin has offered land 
on the old: Candler estate as a site for 
the new hospital. This is the second time 
such an offer has been made, the first 
coming shortly after the end of World 
War II. For some reason, Georgia missed 
that opportunity and the hospital funds 
were spent somewhere else. 

Rep. Teague admitted that a new hos- 
pital is needed here. Georgia has 400,000 
veterans, served mainly by one 300-bed, 
30-year-old structure which is always 
crowded beyond capacity. The Augusta 
hospital is used for.tubercular patients. 
There is a domiciliary at Thomasville, not 
designed for treatment, and the hospital 
at Dublin which seems never to have 
been fully utilized. 

There are 750 veterans, many with 
service-connected infirmities, at the Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital—apparently the 
best solution the state itself can pro- 


vide. So far the federal government has~ 


refused to provide any funds for it. 
There seems little doubt but that an- 


other hospital is needed, although the ob- 
stacles are many. While free hospitaliza- 
tion should not be provided those who 
have non-service-connected disabilities 
who can afford to pay their way, surely 
there is an obligation to those who do 
have service-connetted ailments. As for 
the indigent, they must be cared for by 
public funds, anyway. 

The difficulties of staffing such hos- 
pitals are well known but are not insur- 
mountable. With Atlanta already becom- 
ing the medical center of the Southeast, 
here would seem to be the logical place 
for such a facility. 

By all means, let the probe continue. 
If the need exists, as Rep. Teague and 
Georgia veterans say, let the Georgia del- 
egation in Congress exert every effort to 
secure another hospital for the state.

To Keep Suez Canal Open 


The United States has won a point in the Middle East. 


Britain 


and France bowed to the wishes of Washington and the United Nations 


in agreeing to withdraw their troops from Suez “without delay.” 


But 


the fact that they were under prodding from their ally and other ‘‘anti- 
colonial’? powers, as well as Russia, didn’t make the Western Allies 
enthusiastic about withdrawal. Even Secretary of State Dulles, while 
taking a rosy view of peace prospects, speaks of the ‘deterioration of 


relations’’ with Britain. 

Dulles blames this deterioration 
on ‘‘misunderstandings which grad- 
ually are being clarified.’’ One of 
the misunderstandings is the Amer- 
ican persistence in regarding the 
invasion of Suez as an adventure 
in pure colonialism and the resent- 
ment of Britons in finding them- 
selves so judged, 

For Britons do not regard them- 
selves as colonialists and can point 
to this record: 


India 1947 
Pakistan 1947 
Ceylon 1948 
Burma 1948 
Rhodesia 1953 
Sudan 1956 


These are former British colo- 
nies which have been freed from 
colonial status in a short decade. 
Egypt itself became independent in 
1936 and two other nations With a 
role in the Middle Eastern crisis— 
Israel and Jordan—grew out of 
Britain's Palestine mandate. 

Now that the United States has 
helped to induce its allies to te- 
treat from Suez, it is time to clari- 
fy misunderstandings, to face up 
to the present actualities and, as 
Secretary Dulles says, to restore 
unity in the West. 

. Colonialism is not an issue. The 
British-French attack on Egypt 


was a lamentable mistake, not for 


this reason, but because it sought 


van 


to substitute force for negotiation, 
because it by-passed the United Na- 
tions and because it risked world 
war for national objectives that 
must, by the free world at least, 
be pursued in peaceful ways. 

At Suez the allies are not retreat- 
ing from a colony but from the 
commercial life-line of Western 
K-urope. It remains clogged and in- 
secure. 

The United States has ‘already 
iearned what Suez means _ to 
k.urope, since closure of the canal 
compelled a costly emergency oil 
supply program. And it will take 
four to six months and many mil- 
lions of dollars to clear the canal 
of sunken ships, even when Col. 
Nasser agrees. 

Meanwhile Col. Nasser refuses to 
talk with Israel and only a thin 
contingent of United Nations troops 
will remain in the Middle East to 
try to keep enemies apart or to 
try to restore a status quo. 

Unity with our allies now re- 
quires peaceful action by -the 
United States to achieve what they 
so haplessly sought by force. Those 
objectives are a canal open to all 
nations as a secure road for oil 
and trade to Europe and a peace 
settlement guaranteeing Israel's 
existence. 

If the United States was firm 
with its allies it can be no less 
firm with the recalcitrant Arab

Flames of Hungary 
Could Ignite World 


WASHINGTON — Ever so often world events 
fall into a fantastic pattern that produces simul- 
great 


danger and great opportunity. 


The judgment of well-informed men here is that this is such a mo- 
ment in history. The danger is clear and is recognized by the admin- 


istration. 

It is that the uprising in Hun- 
gary will spread to East Germany 
and Poland, that the Soviet army 
will intérvene against the Ger- 
man and Polish patriots as it did 
against the Hungarians and that 
this will lead to an assault on 
West Berlin, the intervention of 
West Germany and thus to a ma- 
jor war. 

In this regard, it should be noted 
that the papers recently carried a 
statement that the U.S. govern- 
ment was fearful that the Soviet 
Union might resort to war to ex- 
tricate itself from its present diffi- 
culties in Eastern Europe. 

It was this same fear that 
prompted the German foreign min- 
ister, Heinrich von Brentano, to 
appeal to:the members of NATO 
in Paris last week not to encour- 
age any ‘‘dramatic action’’ by the 
Eastern European states. 

Neither of these statements im- 
plied any criticism of the heroic 
efforts of the “Hungarians to 
achieve national freedom. They 
were made because of apprehen- 
sion that a spread of such upris- 
ings might create a situation that 
could not be controlled by the So- 
viet Union, the United States or the 
West German government and 
thus Tead to general war. 

The other and. brighter side of 
the picture is that the revolt of 
the Eastern European satellites 


has created a whole new strategic : 


situation in Europe and is forcing 
officials and diplomats here to ex- 
plore and revive old political 
ideas they rejected in the past. 
For example, there was a lot of 


talk at the Big Four meeting at 
Geneva in July of 1955 about the 


possibility of creating an all-Euro- 
pean security system in which the 
members of the Communist War- 
saw Pact would exchange sectrity 
guarantees with the members of 
NATO and the big powers would 
reduce and eventually withdraw 
their forces from Eastern and 
Western Europe. 


This idea—there were various 
versions of it, including one to 
create a neutral zone on both sides 
of the Iron Curtain—was rejected 
by the United States on the ground 
that a withdrawal of U.S. forces 
from Western ‘Europe and a with- 
drawal of Russian forces from all 
of Eastern Europe would give Mos- 
cow a dangerous advantage. 

Now, however, the situation is 
not the same. Eastern Europe, re- 
cently regarded by the West as a 
Soviet province, is now in revolt. 
The Hungarians and the Poles have 
demonstrated that Soviet lines of 
communication between the Soviet 
frontier and Western Europe are 
no longer secure and that they do 
not intend to be used as an instru- 
ment of Soviet imperialism against 
their own best national interests.

Testimony at Stephenson’s trial 
said she took poison after being 
taken to a Hammond hotel. Ste- 
phenson’s henchmen returned her 
to Indianapolis and kept her with- 
out medical aid for several days 
in living quarters above Stephen- 
son’s garage. 

She died in her own home a 
month after the assault, and Ste- 
phenson was convicted of second- 
degree murder on the basis that 
he withheld medical attention.
